Washington.—Delegates of the Brit- 
fish Empire approach the armament 
and Far Eastern conference “in a 
spirit of confidence and high resolve,” 
the acting head of the British delega- 
tion, Hon, Arthur J. Balfour, declar- 
ed upon his arrival at Washington. 

“It is more than four yoars,” Mr, 
Balfour said, “since IT left this well- 
remembered scene and said. farewell 
to many friends at Washingtom, It 
was a most critical stage in the great 
war, and notwithstanding that there 
was nothing more to be feared from 
the enemy's battleships, the submar- 
Ine campaign, though its intensity 
had somewhat diminished, was still 
most formidable. In the west and in 
the east the victory by land hung in 
the balance. America, from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, animated-by a 
single spirit, was concentrating her 
vast resources and preparing to 
throw her whole strength into the 
world struggle. We all know the re- 
sult. It came more completely and 
more quickly than most of us had 
dared to hope; and exactly three 
years ago the greatest of victories 
concluded the greatest of wars. 

“I little thought, when I took leave 
of those from whom I had receive 
such endless kindness, that I should 
again be called upon to revisit you, 
as the representative of Great Bri- 
tain; still less did I think that three 
years after the armistice was signed, 
our whole thoughts would still be di- 
rected towards completing the work 
of peace. But so it is. Nothing 
could less resemble the work that had 
to be done in 1917 than the work in 
which we are all concerned in 1921, 
Yet they are not only intimately 
connected, but they form a part of 
the same international endeavor and 
he would be a rash prophet who 
would say that the victories of peace 
are easier to aitain than the victories 
of war. But surely we may approach 
these new labors in a spirit of con- 
fidence and high hope. We must not 
indeed either ask for or expect the 
impossible, although what is within 
our reach is worth our utmost ef- 
forts. And I cannot doubt that un- 
der the wise guidance of your presi- 
dent we shall be fortunate enough to 
attain it, MOEt Nappy Was the in- 
spiration which moved him to sum- 
mon this conference. I am eonvincéd 
that all those who are going to meet 
here in consul, and the governments 
which they represent, are resolved 
to the best of their ability to co oper- 
ate with him in making it a success. 
This is the world’s desire; it will not 
fail of achievement.”

Regarding Mr. Francis Birtles’ pro- 
posed trip of aerial exploration of 
Central Australia, by which he ex- 
pects to gain more information In five 
weeks than the best equipped ground 
explorer could obtain In a year, Mr. 
Leo Walmsley, M.C., F.R.G.S., says:— 

Is Mr. Birtles too optimistic? @+1 
think not. For making a rough map 
of a new country, for tracing the 
course of mountain ranges, rivers, the 
boundaries of desert, forest and bush, 
for noting the whereabouts of water 
and grazing grounds, aircraft manned 
by skilled observers are unequalled. 

The average ground exploration ex- 


pedition is a complicated affair. There ; 


are few countries where it is possible 
to employ mechanical transport for 
the carrying of food, camp equipment, 
scientific apparatus. This entails the} 
hiring of porters, and consequently ; 
the carrying of more weight, for por- 
ters must be fed. This also applies 
to animals if these are used. Por- 
ters and animals are subject to dis 
ease, which may mean morths of de- 
lay. 

By the very nature of 
ground explorers must tackle great 
physical obstacles. . Mouni#ins must 
be climbed, rivers bridged, swamps 
negotiated, foresis hewn through. 

A swamp a mile in breadth may de- 
lay a party for a month, the while its 
members are exposed to malaria. An 
aeroplane will cross this in a minute, 
and, more important still, its occu- 
pants will have a perfect view of the 
whole swamp, and be able to sketch 
its, boundaries straight into the blank 
of their map. 

In very flat, bush-clad country, for 
weeks on end the ground explorer may 
never see more than a few yards 
ahead. Thus he may die of thirst } 
while he has passed within rifle shot } 
of hidden springs and streams. 

The airman’s view, however, is usu- 
ally limited only by the curving of the 
earth, and the area of ground that he 
is able to survey in a few hours’ flight 
is therefore enormous. 

What geographical information can 
the airman-explorer obtain? 

In addition to that mentioned above 
a trained observer can, by noting cer- 
tain associations of vegetation, dis- 
tinguish the presence of water. In 

~ forests he can identify trees of com- 
mercial importance... . 

A good “geologist Should ‘be ‘able 
broadly to identify formations and the 
presence of mineral bearing strata. 
Good agricultural districts should be 
easily distinguished from the air. 
Game paths, native habitations are 
clearly seen; so are sunken sand 
banks and veefs in seas, rivers and 
lakes. : 

As proof of the value of the aero- 
plane in this connections: During the 
late campaign in East Africa, General 
Northey had planned a long march 
{nto Portuguese territory. The only 
map available was quite unreliable. 
But in three flights we were able to 
supply a survey of his projected route, 
and of two alternative routes, with 

. detailed informatten regarding the 
density of the vegetation, depth and 
width of rivers with the best fords, 
whereabouts of water-holes and vil- 
lages, extent of native crops, and the 
disposition and sirength of the en 
emy's forces.

A cambric needle was removed from 
the heart of Dawson Sandles, two 
years old, at the Elliott Memorial 
Hospiial at the University of Minne- 
sota, Minneapolis, in what surgeons 
term the most remarkable surgical 
operation ever performed in the north 
west, The youngster is ‘expected to 
recover!

while playing at his home and a 
needle from his mother’s sewing bas- 
ket penetrated his left breast He 
complained of a pain in his left side 
and.an X-Ray examination revealed 
the needle close to the heart.: 

Dr. A. C. Strachauer, chief of the 
surgical staff at the hospital, decided 
to operate. The surgeon first opened 
the boy’s breast and then the pert 
cardium, where he expected to find the 
needle, which, however, had entered 
the heart. At each contraction of 
that organ the head of the small steel 
needle came into view. With a tiny 
forceps, Dr. Strachauer extracted it, 
and within a short time the heart, 
which had been beating 120 times a 
minute, returned to close to normal,
